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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-20 have been examined.

Withdrawn Rejections 

3. Applicant, by way of amendment, has overcome the prior art rejections set forth in the 
previous Office Action. Consequently, these rejections are hereby withdrawn by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Specifically, near the end of 
each independent claim, applicant claims that, prior to retirement of said subsequent instruction, 
information identifying said selected physical register as available is transferred from the third 
structure to the first structure. The examiner asserts that applicant has not enabled transferring

information identifying said selected physical register as being available . Applicant's 
specification (page 8, lines 18-28) and Fig.3, step 46, show transferring information, prior to 
retirement of the subsequent instruction, identifying said selected physical register as being soon- 
to-be available . As the claim stands right now, the examiner does not know how to make and 
use an invention where prior to retirement of the subsequent instruction, the selected physical 
register is identified as available because if this register is available and consequently used 
before retirement of the subsequent instruction, then data could be corrupted.
